Rev. Alfred R. Reams aliaa A. SV. Fur- 
long was arraigned for eitruilition beloro 
Mr. Justice Drake, in the -Supromo court, 
yesterday morning, the erime eharjsed be- 
ing tho abduction of Luoy Rnckor from her 
liome in Morced, Californiu. Mr. Lindley 
Crease prosecuted, while Mr. J. Stuart 
Vates, of ^■at^a, .Jay llii-iel, appeared 
for Hie defence, aud ollercd no objlciiou to 
I he remand asked for. The cmt^ was ao- 
cordiiiyly laid over until Friday next^, .luiie 
Hi, by which date it ia expecM-d lliat iSher- 
ill Warlield will hiive airived' w-ilh the 
ri (|niaitu)ii frniii iliiveriifir .Marldiiim, of 
California. Allh-nigh theca'u liaa not yet 
liee'i f;one into, nicniliera of tlie Mar aeeiii 
of the opinion that .\lr. Reams has a comi 
defence in law-. The chief pi int re.it.i in 
Ih^: (iiirerciice between the Calif. jiiiia and 
the C.ina<ti:in dclinitiori of alidu.-i ion. Ac- 
cording lo the t^-laie law-, Lucy Ru. ker nun 
aliducied. alie n-d yet, having reached her 
I'iuliteenI h year; but, accordiuj^ to the 
Canadim law, idie waa not uiuUicted, six 
teen beinu' the u^e of confcent — tluH la llie 
arj^unieiit in tin: defendant's lichalf. 

The case in whieli Mr. Reams and hia 
companion have played ho conapicuoua a 
part has occasifjoed more th tn a eouinion 
senaation in Merced and the surrounding; 
country, and tho cireumatances of the 
eli)penient certainly are uncommon On 
.Sunday morning last Rev. Mr. Reiiina 
preached as usual in the North Methodiat 
church at Merced, and about ono in the 
afternoon aiarted with a horse und buggy 
to till an engagement at Atwater. Betoie 
leaving, he drove to tho reaideiici! of Mr. 
and .Mrs. Rucker and aakod jiermission to 
taiio l,uey with liiin to play the orgau, re- 
marking that Mrs. Reams waa going, too. 
Mrs. Kucker gave her concent, and the 
couple atarted toward Alwater, though 
without Mrs. Reims, her place being taken 
by Willie Reams, the pastor's fourteen-year- 
old aou. .-\rriving at Atwater, llev. Mr. 
Reama informed tno congregation asaembled 
that ho had juat received a dispatch from 
Modesto, asking him to tuke charge of a 
funi-ral tliero. The matter was urgent, ho 
ex[)laiiied, and the congregation excused 
him. With Miaa RucUer and hia son, he 
tlieu started north by train, leaving the 
horse and buggy at Atwater. 

Mrs. iieama, who ia described aa a liand- 
aomo and popular woman of twenty-one, 
Baya that her HUHpici..ns were aroused in re- 
gard to her husband's act^orl.•^ several weeks 
ago, when she accused him ui wrong-doing. 
He In-e ime very angry antl, ,he (leelaiea, 
t, :,) hir •- hi.l ■' Hl-c ."lare.l -.vhisper her 
Buspieidos lo aiiyrino he would kill her. In 
an infervioiV w-iili an l'^-;a^,lner cnrrespcnd- 
out, Mrs. Reams announced that the preaent 
is nol the tir.sl eacipade ot the Itind m 
w-hieli iier husband liaa figured. .-Vt Chico, ' 
where he preached three years, he hud an j 
experience of a similar nature, which, w hile i 
it did not go (luite ho f.ir, ser\e,i to -iiygra:e 
iiim in the eyes of all w-lio lii-cmne aware id 
tile facta. At l-Hinira, where ho preached 
one year, he also passed under a clouil. 

Jn planning his eh-pement with Miis.s 
Recker, Mr. Reama appears to lia\-e (lis- 
jjiayeil c insidoralilc; c iuti m. A few days 
belori! tile departure from .Mer cd he eilled 
at the law oliico of James F. I'eck and 
secured tho loan of statutes dealing with 
marriage, d'voreo, etc. — oatensibly lo assist 
him ill the preparation of a sirmon on 
".Marriage ami Divorce, " hut u it h w hicli it ia 
now Huppoaed ht; wished to familiari/.e him- 
self in order to keep wilbiu the law. 

Misa Riickcr is still in the hands of 
friends found for her by the police. iShe 
has got over her tit of tho blues, and ia bear- 
ing up well under tho excitement and un- 
pleaaanlneaa of the situation, lh(>ugh ahe 
fcela keenly the restraint put upoa her. 
.She, with Willie Reams, the clergyman 'a 
son, continuea to defend his actions, or 
rather palliate hia conduct. 

" The Methodist church at Merced ia 
sl^ 1,'ling along under diHieulliea just 
1 4j I ahe aaid laat evening. " t)aly last 
irt of the wall fell in, luid then the 
.1 aUipjietl and took the orgatiist 
with him -I'm aure I d.in't know what 
they'll do. 

"There ia iio truili whatever in .\Ira, 
Keuijis' story that he abuseil lu.-r.'' she con- 
tinui'il, "lie ia aa kind a man as ever lived. 
.She tiiarried him for hia money, simply and 
solely ; she told me that she never loved 
him and never could. I did nut know any- 
thing of his a Hairs beloro he came to 
Merced, though my people knew of him. 
The trouble with hia wife commenced long 
before they came to Merced and before I 
liuew- either of them. .She wasn't the sort 
of w-onian for a minister's wife — never at 
hmne, and . ;. ■ noHt jiiirt of the time out 
walking wii h Bn iie of llie young men. I 
don t think she -.in lie riglit in her head — 
two of her liroiliera w-ere in the asylum — 
ami aho almoat djove her huabund crazy. 

" She i-peaUa of hia threatening to kill 
her. It waa just the other way, for I heard 
her say ahe'd kill him. I was in the church 
and she was in the parsonage next door, 
scolding at him about me. ]f people knew 
the bitterness of both hie life unci mine for 
mnntliH past, I don't think they'd blame ua 
ao III u ell. 

" What are my plans '.' ^Vell. I can't toll 
until I hear from Merced. I telegraphed 
to my r lusin there., and 1 will make up my 
mind when I got an answer. I won't bo 
able to auy where I'll go till about the end 
of next week." 

Miss Rocker's plan is evidently to remain 
with Mr. Reama in Canada in the event of 
hia eucceaafully lighting the extradition 
proecediuga. Otherwiae, aa she told Muatnr 
W'lllio yeaterduy, they will go back with 
Mr. Reama to California. 

Little Will Reama is now the lonely occu- 
pant of the rooms at the Doane block. Ho 
ia a non-committal little chap, mid oberiahea 
no especial regard for hia Btepniother. 

■' She wouldn't give father any peace," ho 
said laat evening, "if ho was reading a 
newspaper alio would tear it out of hia hand 
and throw it away, and onoo I saw her 
throwing scalding water over him out in tho 
yard. Then ho did get angry and threw 
the broom back at her. That was long be- 
fore ho know Lucy." 

The Btory of how Koania was arrested ia 
not uninteresting; iJergeant Walker, who 



had charge of Ihe caES ''rom the first, and 
who "spotted" the couple on the bout, 
gives particulars. 

" I received tho description from Consul 
Myera Wednesday uftornnon," he aaya, 
" and went at once to the Kingston, where 
I picked them out. They wore travelling 
thou as Mr. Towlo and wife. I followed 
tbem up to the Uouno and found out that 
they had taken room 2.'i, and then reported 
the osee to the ohief. 

" When I went to make tho arrest anil 
Reams caroe to the door I waa just a little 
puzzled, as he didn't look at all oterioal, I 
decided to go slow, but aa anon as I 
.SAW tho little wen on tho man's cheek I 
knew there wua no miatakc. 

" I told him tha' I wanted him ayd what 
the charge w-as, and ho at oneo prbcee.ded 
to deny hia identity, claiming that ho was 
A. \V. Furlong and nobody else. ' It's 
very funny,' he aaid, ' but I'm not Mr. 
Ream'", although 1 may resemble him.' 

'• 'I know the grnilomun,' he continued ; 
' know him well. He is a clergyman in 
California, and nfficiated at my marriage. 
I hare the certilicate hfre,' and bo pro- 
duced the Chioo marriage uertificate, made 
out. in the nanies of Furlong and Miss 
Sproule, and aiffoed by A. R. Reams. 
' Ra^mii,' ho added, 'waa in with me ns 
partner in a lictlo invention a few yeara 
ago."-* 

" Well, I eaid, you hud better walk 
around with me to the Chiof's otticc aud 
explain mattera to him ; your wife can 
Ill-company you. 1 knew be was the right 
man, but I didn't think it necessary to make 
a scene. 

" And then the ridiculous happened. 
Volnnteering to introduce me to bis wife, 
and first asking my name, he presented the 
young lady, not as Mra. Furlontr, but, in 
hia nervoua excitement, as Miaa Lucy 
Rucker. The oat was out of the bag, and 
he dropped the denial of identity." 

Sai'RAMESTO, Cal., June 10. — Governor 
Markhani to-day issued requisition papcra 
to Sheriff Warfield, of Mnicad county, on 
the Governor of British Columbia, fur tho 
return of Dr. Reams, the eloping Methodiat 
church minister, who deserted his family at 
Merced a few days ago and eloped with hia 
organist, a girl of 18. Sheriff Warfield will 
leave on the Oregon express to-day for Vic- 
toria. 



WASHINGTON'S DISASTER. 

The Collapsed Baililing: Known for 
Years to Have Been 
Utterly Unsafe. 



Inquest On the Bodies and An Inves- 
tigation As to the 
Aeculeut. 



Wasiiiniiton, June 10. — .-Vrchitect Clark, 
who superviaed the rtcouatructiou of Ford's 
Theatre when the (ioverntnont purchased it 
in 18G6, aaid this mornirg that ho conaid- 
c rod thn bnildiug safe. T'.ie fact that tho 
four walla remain in their proper places de- 
111 matrates, bo s.iys, that they were stable, 
but the allera'.ions being made were the 
cau'io of tho catastrophe. Mr. Clark knows 
nothing about tho supervision nf the altera- 
tions, but any-) someone ia guilty of crim- 
inal careleaanoas in not properly supporting 
the iron columns from the foundation. Tho 
recorda of the wii- department show that 
the collapsed building waa for yeara ofii- 
cially known to be until for human oooupa- 
tion, by reaaon of not only it.s atructural 
weakness, but also beeau.-ie of its defective 
aanitary condition. All of the employes in 
that aeolion of tho recorda and penaion of- 
fice lhat were ijnarlered in tho theatre 
building have been furloughed until next 
.Monday, w-hen they are ordered to report 
for duty, if able lo do so, and aro al.-o re- 
tjueated to bring audi information aa they 
have of the condition and wberealumta of 
the persona unable to report. Meanwhile 
a lorce of olerka has been detailed 
from the war departinent to search tho 
ruins and lo collect and assort Iho valuable 
ponaion and army filea that are in the 
debris. Diligent ellorts are being made by 
tho War department to secure another build- 
ing for the occupancy of tho homelesa 
records and penaion force. Coroner Patter- 
son and Deputy Coroner Scliairer are pre- 
purini; to enter upon a thorough investiga- 
tion on Monday morning, but aa friendaaiid 
relatives wanted lo diapoae of the bodiea 
before that time. Dr. Patterson concluded 
to begin the ioriueat to-d<iy and then adjourn 
the hearing until next week. 

Secretary Limont iasued an official order, 
appoint ing a court of inquiry, to meet on 
iho |-_'ih inat., to investigate tho manage- 
ment of the otiioo nf (;d1. Ainsworth, chief 
of the Record and I'enaiou ofBoe, in ao far 
as it iiiuy have had any conneotion with or 
hearing upon tho disaster at the old Ford 
Theatre building. Tho court will also fully 
investigate all of the facta in the case, and 
will'expreea an opinion as to who ia respon- 
sible. 

Tlioimli tliero are persona known tn have 
been in the collap.ied building still anao- 
counted for tliia morning, the reported 
death list is not increasing beyond the num- 
ber fjiven last night, namely, '22. One 
other death, that of A. N. Oerult, of New 
Jeraey, ia reported this iiioruing, making 
tho twenty-third in tho liat of dead.

The Artillery Will Go to Viiiu'ouver 
—Immediate Enrolment of 
the Mew Company. 



Scores of the Second Eeagrne Match— 
A Flue Showing By New 
Westminster. 




AKCHING orders to 
the British Columbia 
Battalion of Oarrisou 
Artillery for Vancou- 
ver, in celebration of 
Dominion Day, will no 
]- doubt soon bo iasued, 
for the necessary ar- 
rangementa were prac- 
tically completed yea- 
tcrdiy, Capi. T. O. Towiiley, who haa been 
the moat active promoter of the trip having 
come ov. r to \*ictoMa for that s[)etdal jmr- 
pnse. The general iilea is that the Victoria 
coiipanies will leave here by special boat on 
the evening of Friday, the .'tlith of June, 
acconipunied by tho band of V liatti ry, ami 
thill upon landing at Viiiicouver they will 
bo niel by the \\'estniinsttir compaii>' and 
eaeorted to the camping ground. The bat- 
talion will have a p-irude and march past in 
V.iricouver, and will lire a /"' " '/-: /lo" at 
noun. Whollierthe Victoria com ijanien will 
return the aaiiie evening or reimiin over 
-Sunday is yet to be decided. 'That the trip 
lias not lieuii definitely announ.;ed before 



this has been due to tho hesitation of the 
celebration committee in jirovidiug the 
necessary appropriation. 'Tho heavieat part 
of the eipeuses will fall upon the eflicers of 
llie corp;-, and it ia hoped that the grant to 
bo made by the celebration oomniittee 
will be & aubatantial ono. The military 
parade in Vancouver ia ex[iected to be of 
material asaiatance in the formation of tho 
compmyof the I!.C.O..'V. authorized for 
there.

Instead of the eight recognizt-d partica in 
the lato Keiehstag holtliog the electoral 
field in the present campaign, there are 
about twenty sections, each lighting for its 
own programme. These programmes often 
agree on aome one common point, but on 
other point-i, they cross and recross with 
such confusing demanda that it would bo a 
difficult, if not impossible, task to say what 
any single faction really wants. It seems 
impossible, now that the result of Thurs- 
day's balloting will decide, how tho Reich- 
stag will bo constituted, judging from tho 
present outlook it is tlioughl the vole in 
most of tbe constieuenoica will be so split 
up that re-ballots will be eeccssary in two 
thirds of them. 

Amoog tbe latest developments in tho 
political situation is the break up among 
the anti-Semites. The Jew baiters now 
consist of three distinct factions, with 
partly hostile programmes, besides two op- 
pnsinc pariicularist sections. South Ger- 
many and Eastern Prussia have producetl a 
Lithuanian party; Hesse, an Autonon.ist 
party, and Mecklenburg a Constitutional 
party, which demands reform in local and 
state affairs. There are Agrarians, Avarians 
or Freo Traders, Ahlwardtoists, Poles, Al- 
satians and Guelphs, mixed up with candi- 
d.'.tea of tho great old groups — Free Con- 
servatives, Old CiinaervaiivoH and National 
Liberala, Lieber Ceutrista, Von .Schorlemer- 
alata. Moderates, Isxti emiats, Freiaiuingfrs, 
Volkspartei and Socialists. Yet tins un- 
paralleled medley rt mains without the ac- 
companiment of iiiiylhiiig like popular cx- 
eitt-ment. The c mdidiites who are stnmp- 
iii^ ibe cuuntilotiicif.s are generally heard 
amid an acaileniic (luiet. It is only tho 
anti-.St-niitea and Socialiala who oucceed in 
stirring their meetings into demonatrutiona 
of eut luisiaein. Herr Sigel, among tho 
Bavarian peasant, tiuda a hearty response 
to his Pruato]ih(ilje and jiroteetion utter- 
ances, but, taking (Jtirmany aa a whole, it 
ia doulitful whether the electors will take 
tbe trouble to poll their full strength. 

Tbe linal result iiiuat depend on the poli- 
tical coniljinationa on the relullota. Where 
tbe final ballot in aey diatric-, lies between 
a ('on-ervative and a Socialist, then the 
Centrists and Froiainingers, by coalescing, 
may assist in the return of the Coueervative 
candidates. If the issue ia betsveen a Con- 
servative and a Ceiitiiat, then the Freiain- 
inger and Socialist minority will probably 
throw its vote for the Centrist candidate, 
as an opponent of the Army Hill. Iu many 
districts tho strength of the faction i ia ao 
evenly distributfi', tt at it will bo a t isa up 
as to which oandiiate wiil bend the pL'lls. 
Al! over tho country the reballoting must 
lead to oonipUx bartering and vote-mong- 
ering bargains, and tbo elections of the 
second poll will often be dojided, not on the 
linea of party policy, but on oonaiderations of 
a private or local na ure. Kverytliing prom- 
18(8 that the new Reichhtag will bo the most 
motley Parliament known in history. Tho 
Conservative groups, according to the jiarly 
organs, meaQ to (.i-nii/.o a movement 
against universal sull\ai^c. The National 
Ldierals evince a IcBa mai ked t(uidency in 
the same directidi'. The ( 'nuservativea aim 
to Bubatitute a graded system of class repre- 
sentation for every Diet of tbe Federated 
.States, with each Diet eh ctiiig dclegatea to 
the Reichstag. They seriously discuss this 
proposal aa the only salvation from the 
Uemooratic deluge which now threatens to 
sweep the country.

The I'ioneer I'rosa thiuka it fortunate 
that tho couveution ia to be free from puli- 
tics in the ordinary sense of the term. It is 
an asaembligo of busineaa men of both 
natioua, and all parties, whoae objec'. it i.s to 
see if aomo plan of recliirocal tnule c--»ii be 
Icviaed, wliich will advance the iotere.ii.s 
and increase the prosperity of the d'AolK rB 
an both sides of the national boundary line. 
It does not as ii.uoh aa hint that the men of 
either na'.ion will bo rM|uired to du ary 
thing by way either of ijacrilice or coiiue.s- 
aioa that in nuwortliy of loyal men, wlio 
deaira to mainlaiu their self-respect and 
their indupeadenoe. There ia no one in 
Canada, Isl bis politics be what they may, 
wko can take exception to the following 
passage from our judicious contemporary's 
article.

tihoir coniinerciul relationa, conaiatent with

The Pioneer Pross is not extreme in its 
views. It io not iin ultra protectionist, 
neither is it a believer in abiolute free trade. 
It ovideiidy believea that the trade policy

In ita article on ''(..'anavla at tlie Im- 
perial Institute," the Canadian Cizjite 
(London) aaya i " I)j the Camuliana mean 
bnaiueas at the Imperial Institute V If they 
do, they cannot too soon put their inteu 
tious into practice. As it is, only two 
provinces- Manitoba and liritiah Columbia 
— are at all creditably, or even passably, 
represented, and tlnir courts need not a 
few additions before lliey can bo said to 
give a faithful picture of the vast reaouicea 
of the sections of C<tnada whioh are most in 
the public mind just now." 

W e are gl.ul to ace that British Columbia 
iloea uot make a worse allow at tho Im- 
perial Inatitute than the other iiroviiicea of 
Canada, as Boiiio of i in Guest t-xliibits, in- 
tended ultimately for the Imperial Insti- 
tute, aro now doing duly at tho Chicago 
Exhibition. When that Exhibition ia 
closed, Vfe do Dot think that the well- 
wisher of British Columbia in London will 
have reason to complain that its court 
at the Inatitute does not give a fair reprc- 
aeutaliou of the resources and oapabilitiea 
of the Province The exhibits from the IV.ci- 
li J Coast Frovlnoe at Chicago have been judi 
oioualy aeleoted and ate admitted to bo very 
doe indeed. They arrived lato at Chisago 
and that ia the reason why some of tho early 
viaitors to tho Kxhibition were di3ap[)ointed 
at the show niado by British Columbia. 

It ia mure than likely that the inade- 
(|uate representation of Canada at tho In- 
stitute, of which the Gazette complaiifa, is 
owing to the same cauae that made British 
C dumbia'a ei^hibit not so satisfactory aa 
w >s expected. The best of tho exhibita in- 
tended for the Imperial lustiiufe have bi en 
firat sent to the Chicago Exhibition. When 
ths VV'orld's Fair is over they will be 
shipped to London, and when they are in 
place in the courts of tho Institute, there 
will, we believe, be no reason to be dissat- 
islieii with tlie way iu which tho Domiu on 
ia re|iresented. It was unfortiii aie that 
the opining of tlie Inifierial Insliiu'c i od 
the opening of tlie Ciiicago Exhibition tcok 
place almost at the same time. To be ade- 
ipiatcly represented at both would rerpiire 
two si.'ta of exhibits of precisely the aame 
kind. Thia would re(|uiro a largo expendi- 
ture (i money unneceaaui ily. In orib.-r to 
.live expense it waa nio.-it likely dr eided to 
diaplay the Cauadiuu exhibita lirat at Chi- 
cago and afterwards send them to the Im- 
perial Institute, there to remain permanent- 
ly.

Tho absurdity of the claim of the United 
Statoa to the ownership of Iho seals that 
swim in the North Pacific Ocean, ia seen 
quite as cleirly by American citizsna as by 
liritiah snbjeota. The New York Times 
does not hesitate to characterize Mr. Cou- 
dert'a argument us it deaerves. That paper 
says : 

It is doubtiesa not fair to judge of the 
argumenta of the counael before the 13eliring 
Sea Arbitration Cummi-aion by the meagre 
summary transmitted by cable, hut it seeina 
arrange to see Mr. Coudert reported as 
pushing the argun>ent for the right to pro- 
tect seals BO far aa to claim abnolute property 
in the animals, however far they may 
wander. The purport of his argument 
Heema to be thot thf Government of tlio 
United States ia engaged in the industry of 
seal raising on the PribilofT Islands, in " the 
nurture and Culture of the seal," and haa 
an abaoluto ownership in theheid,". They 
are not /i ric natttrif any longer, hut live 
uiion the islands as tho prcipeily of the 
United .States, and go foraging in the seas 
for food <iHi)»o nn.ii'iiili Thia gives us 
tile right to [irotect them from di Htnici ion 
wlieii wanili'i iiiL', anil iipparenily to a-.amiie 
'hat all .aoda Wandering in lleliring Sea be- 
long to our heiil, Tin; exlreme 10 wliicli 
ihi.s arguiin lit is puslieii, is so groteajiie 
that it aeeniij hardly poj-siblo that it should 
have been gravely urged by Mr. Coudert. 

lJut Mr. Coudert's argument, notwith- 
s'lindiiig the "grotesi|uo" consei|nencca to 
which it leudn, was serionaly piesenled, and 
what is more, he evidently believed that it 
would make an impression favorable to the 
American claim on the Arbitrators. And 
there are other American citiitena not so 
clear-sighted and so honest as the editor of 
the Timea who believe, or a fleet to believe, 
that t!ic claim ia a valid one, and that the 
argument used to enforce it is sound. It 
must be confessed that, groteEipio as it ia, it 
is tho only one on which tho .A.mericuns de 
pend. They have given up the claim to ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over any part of tho 
high seas in Hehring Sea or any other part 
of the ocean, and the Russians have tlieni- 
aelvea shown by their acts that they do not 
cliiim the sovereignty over liehring Sea 
which they were represented some timo ago 
aa having sold to the United States with 
tho territory of Alaska.

I had no thought wheio they wer.' tak- 
ing mo; only looked hero and thero fur 
the nppoaraiico of a ship. If I were to 
bo exposed a Sfcoiid time to that same 
lormcr danger of the idaiitatiens, I 
judged it must turn ill with me.

The bed ho now ofEere<l mo to use, 
saying he supposed I would sot up to be 
gentry. 

"!My gentrioe has nothing to do with 
-where I lie," said 1. "I bless God I have 
lain hard ere now and can do the same 
again with -thankfulness. 'Wliilo I am 
hero, Mr. Andio, if that bo yoirr name, I 
will do «iy part and tako my placo be- 
side tho rest of you, and I ask you, oi. 
the other hand, to spare mo your mock- 
ery, which I own 1 like ill.'" 

lie grumbled a littlo at this speech, 
but seemed u^^on reflection f o approv(! it. 
Indeed, ho was a long headed, sensible 
man and a good Whig and Presbyterian, 
road daily in a pocket Bible ajid was 
both able and eager to converse serious- 
ly on religion, leaning more than a littlt 
toward the Cameronian extremes. His 
morals were of a more doubtful color. 1 
found he was deep in the free trade ami 
used till! riiius of Tant.illon for a maga- 
zine of snuiggled merchanilise. 

All the time of my stay on tho rockwu 
Uved well. We had small ale and brandy 
aud oatmeal, of which we mailo our por- 
ridge night and morning. At times a i.-oat 
came from the Castleton and brought us 
a (luarter of mutton, foi; tho sheep upon 
tho rock we must not touch, these being 
specially fed to iqarket. The geese were 
unfortunately out of season, and wo lei 
them be. We lished otirselvos, !ind yet 
more often made tlio geeso to lish for us, 
observing one when he had made a cap- 
ture and scaring him from his prey ere 
he had swallowed it. A part of our fuel 
even was supplied us by these singular 
fowl, for in tho building of their nests 
they employ all manner of material, and 
among others sticks of trees. Iu one old 
nest that I examined 1 found tho rags of 
a man's red coat built in, about the color 
of a soldier's, but finer in tho stuff. In 
another was the part of a face of a gn-at 
6-day clock, the figures of tho dial still 
to bo distinguished. 

Tho strange nature of this placo and 
the curiosities %vith which it abounded 
held me busy and amused. Escapo be- 
ing impossible, I was allowed my entire 
liberty and contiruially explored the 
surface of the isle whereveritinight sup- 
port tho foot of man. The old garden of 
the prison was still to be observed, with 
flowers and pot herbs running -wild and 
gome ripe cherries on a bush. A littlo 
lower stood a chapel or a hermit's cell; 
who built or dwelt in it none may know, 
aud the thought of its ago made aground 
of many meditations. The prison, too, 
where I now bivouacked with highland 
cattle thieves, was a placo full of history, 
both human and divine. 

I thinight it strange so many saints 
an<l martyrs should have gone liy there 
BO recently and left not so much as a leaf 
out of their liildesor a namec.-irvi-d upon 
the wall, while the rough soldier lads 
that mounted gmu'd upon the battle- 
uients had filleil the ni>igld)orho(jd with 
their mementos — broken tobacco jHpes 
for tlio most part, and that in a surpris- 
ing plenty, but also metal buttons from 
their coats. There were times when I 
thought I could have heard tho pious 
sound of psalms out of the martyrs' dun- 
geons and seen tho soldiers tramp tho 
ramjjarts with their glinting i)ipos auvl 
the dawn rising beliind them out of tho 
Nfirtli sea. 

No doubt it was a good deal Andie r.nd 
his tales that put these fancies in my 
head. He was extraordinary well ac- 
quainted with the story of the rock in 
all i).-uticulars, down to the names of 
jirivatesoldiers. his father having served 
there in that same capacity. He wa.i 
gifted besides with a natural genius for 
narration, so that the people seemed to 
speak and the things to be done beforo 
your face. This gift of his and my as- 
giduity to listen brought us the morn 
close together. I couhl not honestly 
deny but what I liked him. I soon saw 
that he liked me, and indeed from the 
first 1 had set myself out to capture hia 
good will. All odd circumstance— to bo 
told pn sently — effected tliis beyond niy 
exjiectation, but even in earlier days we 
m.ide a friendly pair to be a prisoner and 
his jailer. 

I should trifle with my conscience if I 
pretended my stay upon tho Bass was 
wliolly disagreeable. It seemed to me a 
Hafe plai-e, as tliough 1 was esc.-iped there) 
out of my troubles. Ko harm was to bo 
ofr(!red me. A material impossibility, 
rock and deep sea, prevented mo from 
fresh attemjits. 1 fcdt 1 had my life safe 
anil my liiiuor safe, and there were times 
when 1 alluwed iiiyself to gloat on them 
like stolen waters. .-\ I ulher times my 
thoughts were \ ( ry iliiii rciit. I recalled 
how strong 1 had expressed ni)-self botii 
to Rankeillar and to Stewart. I reflected 
that my captivity upon the IJiiss in view 
of a great jiart of the coasts of Fife and 
Lothian was a thing I should betliotight 
moro likely to have invented than en- 
dured, and in tho eyes of these two gen- 
tlemen at least I must pass for a boaster 
and a coward. 

Now, I would take this lightly enough; 
tell myself that so long as I stood well 
with Catriona Dnimmond the opinion 
of the rest of man was but moonshine 
and spilled water, and thenr-o pass off into 
those meditations of a lover which are 
so delightful to liir iself and must always 
apjie.'ir so sur])risii;gly idle to a rcnlcr. 
But anon the fear would tako me other- 
wise; I would ho shaken Vi-itli a ]);Lnic of 
self est(}em. and those Rupiiosed hard 
judgments appear an injustice imjiossi- 
ble to bo supported. With that another 
train of thought would bo iiresented, 
and I had scarce begun to bo concerned 
about men's jadgmenta of myself than I 
was haunted with the remembrance of 
Jquiob Stewart in his doneeon and the 



laCttontation'd of his -wife. 'Then indeed 
passion began to work in me; 1 could 
not forgive myself to sit there idle; it 
seemed (if I were a man at all) that 1 
could fly or swim out of my placo of 
safety, and it was in such humors and 
to amuse my self reproaches that I would 
set tho more particularly to win the good 
side of Andie Dale. 

At Inst, when we two were alone on 
tho summit of tho rock on a bright morn- 
ing, I put in Boino hint about a bribe. 
He looked at me, cast back his head and 
laughed out loud. 

"Aye, you're funny, Mr. Dale," said I, 
"but perhaps if you'll glance an eye upon 
that pajier yoti may change your note."

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THEOCGH WEST KOOTENAY. 



Trip From the Bonndary at Bedlingr' 
ton to Kevel'stoke— Nelson 
and Its Prospecta. 



The Great Silver Kiiiff Miiie-AVhat 
is Said About It— Its 
Facilities. 



IS'ki.so.v, Juuo 5. — Tlio Mississippi, like 
-surrouadinss of the Kootcnuy river, cannot 
'fail to impress tlie stranger travelliDg up 
this stream, from the bouadary to the lalie, 

■ ond lu! wonlil bo iipt to forget that he is in 

■ Britibli (.'oliiniliia, were it cot that, at iii- 
tervuls, Biiuill clenrings, throu;,'h tho fringe 
of licavy ciUtoiiu'ood trcjt's, which lino the 
banlis uu either side, varying in width fioin 
a few yards to on eighth of a mile, give him 
glimpses of towering mountain riuigea. 
Heyoud this horder or frinpo of timber are 
seen in early Spring uud Autunm, great 
atrctehea of level nieadow-liUe prairie, lun- 
ning baek to the mountulna on hoili sidea, 
and following the river in varying width to 
the lieail of Ivootenuy lake, covering thou- 
sands of luuea. These meadows are what 
is known aa the Kootenay Valley, and are 
in the h<inda of a company, Who are now at 
work reolaiming them by a system of dykes, 
originated and superintended by a well- 
known firm of engineers, Messrs. Kecfer & 
Smith, of Victoria. It is a great and ex- 
pensive undertaking ; but when completed, 
-it will make splendid farm land, of what 
are now at this seaoon, immense lalcea, 
caused by the oveiQow of the Koot- 
enay lake and river, which are nnusally 
high at this season otvini; to the immense 
snowfall. A squatter on this land remark- 
ed that there was more money in cnlchiug 
-houses, floating down from Bmuer'a Furry, 
than in Iryini; to farm tho lund the way it 
is now. 'rr. s rein.irk will convoy aoioi' idea 
of the ll'iodiiig, anil also i,f the worthless- 
ness of the land if not roelainied by 
dyking. 

Passing out of the river into tho lake, 
nioiintuins, not meadows, surroniul you, 
and your aatiitton is drawn from the splen- 
did aeeiiery lo phicua of call, oc:ciirriug at 
short intervals tliroiigliont the trip. Mines 
and everything peitainiug thereto are now 
almost the solo topic of conversulion and at- 
tention. Pilot Hay ia t)io lirat stopping 
place. Here are s])lenilid wharves and 
buillings for smeller purposes, as yet uutin- 
ished, but constructtd iu u most subatuutiul 
•and thorough manner. It ia to be hoped 
they will be carried on to an early comple- 
tion to help meet one of the most pressing 
needs of the country. There cannot be less 
than $200,000 already expended on this 
work, and when completed there will be a 
[plant creditable alike to tho owners and 
Province. Numerous stops, at various 
points, are made now at mines, here and 
there, for a prospector and his outfit, some- 
times ut a would-be townsite with a solitary 
hotel, store, and maybe a lent, until Ains- 
worth iareuchud. Here ijuite a few buildings 
meet the eyo, including a church and, pre- 
sumably, a HcliiKilbouse. Il ia the trailing 
point for a ctnibiilerable ^^roup of mines, 
which are buing developed, and ia ijuite 
likely to become a snug little town. A 
number of the mines have .Americans inter- 
ested iu them, lialfonr is another point of 
'Stoppage, with a few mines tributary to it, 
but at present ia not of much imporfimeo. 

Kaslo, at jiresenl, ia the most interesting 
point on the Laki:, it lieing one of tho biml- 
iug or starting points foi the great Hlocan 
country. It has just passed throuijli a 
boom crisis in its e.xiatenea and may be said 
to be cooling down. Its growth lias been 
almost phenomenal. It is a good site f ir a 
town, well supplied with water, nicely situ 
ated on tlie Luke, with good facilitua for 
building, having the Ijtst saw and phning 
niilla on the Lalie. A ch irter for a railroad 
has been granted to run to tho mines on 
Slocan Like, but work has not yet com- 
menced. Till' uip is now coiitinued U[) the 
west arm of Kootenay Lake to Nelson, dig- 
nified and substantial, with its banks, Gov- 
ernment offices, waterworks and telephone, 
not foreettiog its Board of Trade, which 
saucy Koalo nearly stole. Compared with 
other towns in Kootenay, Nelson is_ ahead 
with the best transportation facilities; ac 
cessible by G.P.R. via Bevelatoke, by fJreat 
Northern via Bonner's Ferry and by Spokane 
Northern via Robaou, over the railway from 
Nelson to that point. The Nelson and Fort 
blieppard railway, now under conatruction, 
will give an all rail route to Spokane, it is 
expected, by tho end of the year. With all 
these advantanes Nelson may continue to 
i)'] a point of most ini[)ortancG in West 
Kootenay, notwithstriiniini; the nimiernua 
towns that aru bound to spring up in this 
vast nnning urea, but it will re(|uire some- 
thing more than the location lliere of the 
banks and goveininent oliicea. 

It ia amuainii to htar the Ne'sonite dilata 
on the Sdver King. The greatest b^Hi vi,/.i 
in the Kootenay district or on earth — two 
millions worth of ore in aight, the aale of 
which is now being negotiated in Kogland 
for a fabulous surii. (Jue Nelaonite, relal- 
int' tho history of thia certainly great mine, 
and excusing or rather explaining the reason 
they were not now taking out uiv,, said they 
liad been in hard hick. Just as the sale was 
about conaununated one of tho principal 
purchasers fell sick, and to use tho Nuhsoii- 
ito's own words as nearly ua one dare put 
them iq print, everything was jua: ab.out 
'fixed when that, darn fellow (men 
•tioning his name) must go and lay 
down and ilie, ciusing untold trouble 
to rearrange things with the administrators 
of his estate, and delaying the immediate 
proapeot of working the mine. The 
.•;iggrieved tone and manner of the narrator 
when relating this incident of the unex 
cusable dying of this person was comical in 
the extreme. This Silver King mine ia un- 
doubtedly ft great one, and justifies to a 
great extent, tho almost conceited assurance 
and conlidrnceof tho Nclsonite when he 
tella you it is tho greatest mine in the 
country, on the continent or on earth. U 
ia located abuul six iiiiles from Nelson by 
trail and nine by a wagon road built nj) to 
it. In a t[i|) to the mine made on the tilth 
of .May, little dilliculty was exi)erienced on 
the journey. Snow waa met with about 
three luui a half miles from town, and con- 
tinuoii iniTea.iing as the ascent was made 
until ari iving at the mine at an eh-valinn of 
.'),t;ii(l feet about sea level, anil ■i.'iCii) feet 
aiiove Kootenay lake, tho snow was six feet 
deep. Visitors are not permitted to see the 
mine, but are shown tho ore sheds and 
Other appurtenances, duilging from the 
piles of ore, the buildings and plant, one 
can readily believe that anllicient develop- 
ment work has been done to permit of an 
approximate estimate of its value. Not- 
withstanding the I'eavy snowfall (unusually 
heavy thia year) there appears to bo no 
reason why the mine cannot be worked and 
communication kept up tho year round.

ICdouard Remenyi waa born at Moskolc, 
in Hungary, about tho year 1840. His 
master on the violin was Joseph Kohni, who 
alao taught the groat Joseph Joachim. 
During tho llungariiai uprising, Ronienyi, 
then (juitc a boy, enlisted as a soldier md 
fouu'ht, brilliantly ; he became aido-de cunip 
yortjey, when the latter waa appointed 
Cominaiuler in t^l) ief of tlie hero army of 
Huiigmy and tliouL;li at; that time a little 
lieutenant of sixteen suiiiniers. Keiiienyi 
used to lieligbt the ohl veterans with his 
music and make their hearts glad and brave 
for the next day's fray. After tha defmit 
of the insurgents he had to leave his country 
and resolved to go to Kngland. On the way 
he made the aei[uaintance of his celebrated 
countryman Frjiii: Lit/.f, who, recognizing 
his gemus, becamo his friend and adviser. 

Soon after the young artist's arrival in 
London he waa appointed solo violinist to 
the Queen. When he obtained hia amnesty 
he roturued to Hungary, where he after- 
wards received from the Kniperorof Austria 
a similar distinction to that granted him in 
ICogland. In the meantime he had made 
himself famous by uumeroua concerts in the 
Kuropean capitals. He then retired for a 
time from pu'olic life but in ISTo he resum- 
ed his artistic career in IVria, where he was 
received with great enthuaia.sm. Hia first 
tour of America was benuii November 11, 
1 S7S, and his successes during that and the 
following seasons are atill too fresh in the 
niinda of the public to reijuire comment. 

Since that time he has made a triumphal 
tour of the entire globe, combining muaic 
with ciroumnavrgition, and charming wiih 
dulcet strains natives of the Sandwich Isl- 
iiiids, Australia, Tasmania, Dutch Indies; 
lava, India, Madras, Ceylon, China, Japan, 
l'hilip[>ino Inlands and South Africa, where 
he remained for a period of three years, re- 
turning to Europe for tho fiual concerts of 
the tour in 1891. 

It is se'doni that a man ia accorded the 
privilege of learning the exact amount of 
esteem in whieli he ia held by his fellow- 
men by perii.HioL^ bis own oliituary. 1'hia 
curiouH (iiul iiiiu-iial <■ \ perience is an inci- 
dent ill the lif(^ i)t Iten.enyi, who waa re- 
))orted drowned during his passage fri'in 
India to .South .-Xfrica. The sadness which 
this melanchoiy information aroiiseil 
through the civib/. -d world was happily dia- 
polled when aix months later disjiatclies an- 
nounced his safe airival at the Cape ot 
( iood Mope.
